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DETAILED ACTION 



1. According to paper no. 9 filed on May 13, 2003, the applicants have canceled claim 7, 
amended claims 1,6, 10, 15 and 18 and furthermore, have added new claim 23. 

2. Claims 1-6 and 8-23 are now pending in the application. 



3. Applicant's arguments filed on May 13, 2003 ( paper no. 9 ) regarding differences in the 
stereochemistry between the instant compounds and the compounds of the three prior art cited 
references ( Hung, Longley and Gunesekera ) were persuasive. The examiner agrees with the 
applicants arguments that the stereochemistry of the instant compounds is different and is neither 
anticipated nor obvious over the three cited prior art references. 

Conclusion 

4. Rejections under 35 U.S.C. 102 (a), 102(b) and 102(e) are now withdrawn in view of 
amendment and persuasive arguments. 

5. The double patenting rejection is maintained for the reasons of record.
